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Holy Trinity Lutheran Church Celebrates 

Fifth Anniversary of Dedication on Sunday 



On Sunday, May 25, at 11:00 A. M., 
the Fifth Anniversary of the Dedica- 
tion of Holy Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Narberth, will be celebrated. Profes- 
sor H. D. Hoover, of the Lutheran 
Theological Seminary at Gettysburg, 
will deliver the sermon. It is also ex- 
pected that Rev. S. D. Daugherty, 
D. D., Superintendent of Missions of 
the East Pennsylvania Synod and 
founder of Holy Trinity, will be pres- 
ent to bring greetings. That it will be 
a time for rejoicing is indicated by the 
happy history since the organization of 
the Church in January, 1922. 

Immediately following the war Nar- 
berth experienced a great increase in 
population resulting in a wonderful 
building boom. Among these new peo- 
ple who were moving from the city to 
the suburbs, and others locating here 
after being transferred by the P. R. R. 
from Altoona and Pittsburgh, a great 
number of Lutherans were found which 
warranted and eventually led, due to 
the interest of several local Lutherans, 
to the organization of what was to be 
known as "Holy Trinity Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Narberth, Penn- 
sylvania." Their first and only place 
of meeting until they built for them- 
selves their present edifice was the 
old Y. M. C. A. auditorium. Here the 
original 31 Charter Members grew to 
be 134 in number at the time of the 
dedication of the Church; here the 
Bible School was organized on March 
5, 1922; here a Ladies* Aid, a Mission- 
ary Society, a Senior Luther League 
came into existence. 

Through the untiring efforts of the 
Rev. Milton McLinn, who became the 
pastor of Holy Trinity in January, 
1923, and his loyal associates who saw 
the need for larger quarters, a move- 
ment for a new church home was begun 
in the fall of 1923, resulting in the 
usual procedure of appointing a Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means to study 
the problem, financial and otherwise. 
This committee reported back several 
months later whereupon a lot was 
bought, an architect procured, plans 
drawn up and approved, and work be- 
gun. September 7, 1924, Rev. McLinn 
laid the cornerstone, and on May 24, 
1925, the church was dedicated with 
services appropriate to such an occa- 
sion. 

The happy congregation prospered in 
their new home. The choir came into 
its own; Junior and Intermediate 
Luther Leagues were organized; all 
the older organizations seemed to take 
on a new life. Things were going 
along very smoothly until Dr. Mc- 
Linn's health began to fail in the early 
summer of 1926. With the hope that 
an extended vacation would restore his 
health and enable him to return to his 
duties in the fall, the congregation 
granted him a leave of absence for the 
summer during which time the congre- 
gation was supplied by Cletus A. 
Senft, then a student in his senior year 
at Gettysburg Seminary. Even though 
Dr. McLinn did return to his duties 
in the fall he had not fully recovered. 
Finally in January, 1927, he was com- 
pelled to lay down his much loved 
work. With a proper recognition of 
the serv'ces he had rendered and re- 
grets that his health would not permit 
further service, his resignation was ac- 
cepted. 

The choice of the congregation, and 
at the recommendation of the commit- 
tee to whom the task had been assigned 
to procure a new pastor, fell upon the 
Pev. Sei'ft, who had served them the 
previous summer. Until the Rev. 
Senft, who had accepted the call ex- 
tended, would arrive on the field at 
the close of his course in the Seminary, 
Rev. Robert J. Wolf, Intermediate 
Secretary of the Luther League of 
America, served the congregation very 
agreeably. 

Rev. Senft was duly graduated from 
Seminary the latter part of May and 
entered upon his duties as pastor of 
Holy Trinity, June 1st. The Presi- 
dent of Synod formally installed him 
as pastor on the 13th of November fol- 
lowing. 

The plans which were considered for 
quite some time prior to Pastor Senft's 
coming relative to the purchase of an

organ, were concluded early in the fall, 
and the contract let to Geo. Kilgcn and 
Sons, organ builders of St. Louis, for 
an organ of suitable qualifications. This 
organ, subsequently dedicated on Dec. 
3, 1927, lias filled a long felt need and 
has added much to the Church serv- 
ices. With the installation of the organ 
Ihe incentive to better music at the 
services has resulted in great advances 
along this line. 

The formation of a Committee of 
Parish Workers for the purpose of 
visitation among the members and 
friends of the congregation; the start- 



ing of a monthly parish paper, "The 
Lutheran Messenger," for the dissem- 
ination of information to the congre- 
gation; the organization of the Council 
under three sub-Boards, Elders, Dea- 
cons, and Trustees, are a few of the 
developments the past five years show. 
It is also noted that of the 298 per- 
sons who have come into the fellow- 
ship with Holy Trinity 220 remain ac- 
tive. The Bible School enrollment is 
150, Holy Trinity's pastors have bap- 
tised 42 babies, married 15 couples, and 
officiated at 15 burials.

Our representative in Congress, Henry W. Watson, wbo was unop- 
posed for the nomination, is assured of re-election for probably as many 
terms as he cares to serve. 

In the county, comfortable majorities returned for the Johnson or- 
ganization candidates indicate that the citizenry is still loatbe to entrust 
the governing duties to independents regardless of their personal quali- 
fications. A particularly severe rebuke was given to G. Paul Sbeeder, 
who was defeated 2 to 1 by the county Republican leader, Charles John- 
son, in the State Committee contest. Confidence was also shown in First 
District Assemblyman Fred C. Peters, who was nominated on a 2-to-l 
basis. 

While the results are, of course, not entirely pleasing to more than 
about half of the voters in this section, nevertheless it must be admitted 
that the county is assured of no change in its policies for another four 
years. 

The many friends of Mrs. Margaret G. Town in the borough may 
take considerable satisfaction in the fact that in her contest for State 
Committeewoman, although being defeated, she polled a higher vote than 
any other independent.

The Movies vs. the Talkies 

In fine salons wc sec many sculp- 
tured objets d'art, a bronze horse, a 
naked child, a graceful Grecian head in 
marble. It is conceivable that the 
owners could easily install instead a 
stuffed horse from the taxidermist's, a 
child of perfection from the Health In- 
stitute and a well-formed head from 
the morgue. Our art galleries are filled 
with portraits and landscapes. The 
camera easily surpasses Rembrandt in 
faithfulness to detail. Color photog- 
raphy is much more accurate in re- 
producing natural colors than any 
painter. Yet the possessor of these ob- 
jets d'art does not choose to replace 
them. Why not? It is because sculp- 
ture and painting are art. They are 
not intended to be reality. They are 
the products of one imagination for 
the edification of other imaginations. 
Life is commonplace, reality is vulgar, 
in juxtaposition to these works of art. 
That is why our Rembrandts and our 
Rodins aic not replaced. 

The movies were art. They provided 
pleasant exercise for our imagination. 
They removed us from reality. l)y the 
addition of the factor of sound, the 
pictures ppproach appallingly close to 
reality. While smell has yet to be 
practically achieved, the talkies leave 
scarcely anything to the individual 
imagination. Noise, depth, color, are 
on the screen. Instead of relaxation, 
a refuge from the bustle and clamor 
of street and office, and a sanctuary 
from the roughness and noise of reality, 
the cinema of today offers us only the 
blare of bands and the blash of blondes. 
The magnates of the industry have 
made up their minds to drag stuffed 
horses into their salons, and to replace 
their Rembrandts with rotogravures. 

When I want symphonies, there are 
concert halls. When I want vaude- 
ville, there is still a limited vaudeville 
stage. When I want plays, there is 
the legitimate theatre. Hut, alas, when 
I wish to see a real moving pucture, 1 
can find none. My sole comfort is the 
reflection that I cannot recall a single 
instance in which a dealer made a 
profit by ripping his Rembrandt from 
its frame and trying to get more than 
a Rembrandt price for a photographic 

imitation.

Anton E. Wohlert, proprietor of the 
Garden Nurseries, Narberth. has just 
recently effected through the Travelers 
Insurance Company, Hartford, Conn., 
a co-operative plan of group life in 
surance totaling $56,000 and including 
fifty-six employees. 

All employees arc protected for 
$1000 each, the cost to them being 
forty cents a month. The remainder 
of the premiums, which is a substantial 
amount, is being contributed by the 
nurseries. The plan, negotiated by 
George A. Mahl, makes all employees 
of the Nurseries eligible for the life 
insurance, new employees becoming 
eligible on the date of their employ- 
ment. 

Employees included in the plan at 
the time of adoption were insured re 
gardless of age, sex or physical con- 
ditions, inasmuch as medical examina 
tions were not required by the 
Travelers. The same provisions will 
apply to new employees of the com- 
pany who become eligible in accord- 
ance with the stipulations of the policy 

In addition to the life insurance pro-

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Three Parties Split Victory in Township- 
Assemblyman Peters Leads Field in Vote 



Bohlen-Phillips Carry Lower 

Merion; Ludlow Ahead; 

Good Vote for Johnson 



Chaos which reigned in the recent 
political campaign was not clarified 
by Tuesday's Republican primaries so 
far as Lower Merion township is con- 
cerned. Partial victories are claimed 
by the Johnson organization, the "wets" 
and the "dry" independents in this 
section. 

Outstanding is the fact that the two 
"wet" candidates, Francis H. Bohlen, 
of Havcrford, for U. S. Senator, and 
Thomas \V. Phillips, for Governor), 
carried the township. Bohlen, with a 
total of 2592 votes, had a plurality over 
Senator Grundy of 29, with Davis only 
a fair third with 1440. Phillips, not 
having to face the local organization 
support for a candidate as Mr. Bohlen 
did against Mr. Grundy, piled up a 
lead of 924 over Francis Shunk Brown. 
The vote was: Phillips, 2961; Brown, 
2037; Pinchot, 1628. 

Other feature developments were: 

Assemblyman Fred C. Peters led 
his ticket in the township, receiving 
4350 voles to Maurice \V. Sloan's 1645. 

Mrs. Margaret G. Town, Narbcrth 
independent "dry," was 346 voles 
ahead of Mrs. Mary Ackerman, organ- 
ization candidate, for the post of state 
comniitteewoman, and had nearly 
twice as many voles as her "wet" run- 
ning mate, Paul Sheedcr, who was 
swamped for the committeeman place 
by county leader Charles Johnson by 
a 2-to-l vole. The vote: Town, 2516; 
Ackerman, 2170; Johnson, 3258; Shee- 
der, 1583. 

In the state Senate fight, the three 
candidates, James S. lioyd, Benjamin 
H. Ludlow and Burd P. Kvans, ran in 
the same order that they did in 1926, 
with Evans the only one to make even 
a slight gain in the final tabulation. 

In 1926 the vote in Lower Merion 
and Narbcrth was: Ludlow, 4056; 
Boyd, 3362; Kvans, 833. 

Last Tuesday's results were: Lud- 
low, 3519; Boyd, 2887; Kvans, 905. 
With a lighter vote this year than four 
years ago, Kvans showed a gain of 11 
votes, while Ludlow's comparative 
lead over Boyd was about the same. 
Kvans, however, ran so far behind the 
Bohlen-Phillips ticket that this numer- 
ical gain can scarcely offset the larger 
loss of prestige. 



Discus Decides Meet 

J. Howard Morris, captain of the 
Haverford College track team, brought 
victory to coach Haddleton's Main 
Line cinder artists last Saturday, when 
he won the discus throw, the last event 
of the afternoon. To his teammate, 
Bob Fields, should go a good share of 
the credit, as he took third place in 
the final discus event, making the 
additional point necessary to make 
victory possible. The Main Liners 
nosed out the Garnet by two-sixths of 
a point. Swarthmore took eight first 
places to Haverford's six.
